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Labor Laws In Louisiana,
KFrom the Trilune

Ex (overnor Hahn, of Louisinna~who pever
'was repkoned a very tempestaous radical—has
written & letter to Senator Howe I elueldation
of the laws pnosed by the Loujsiana Legislature
relating to froadmen. Toe Loulsinna Logisia-
ture bnd no doubt of the merit of thelr work, for
they printed it »1l in & pamphiet—but that was
for liome consumption, und calounlated, like the
almanncs, for the meridian of New Orleans, Of
the code as a whols Governor Hahn justly re-
marks that “however much credit may be due
for the skill with which the amimus of these
Inws was soueht to be disguised, there ls peyer
theless really very little desire w do jnstice to
one-hall of the population of Lounigtana,”

The lirst statute requires the ireedmeon within
the first ten days of Janoary of each year to
make contracts for the whole year. That 15 whist
is called free labor in Louisiana. Suppogs we
transier it to New York, in order to tesi its
value, Put alaw in the statote-book of this
Btute, requiring every mechanic or day laborer
on & lkrm to dispose of himself for the wiolo
year by a bargain to be made in the trst ten days
of the year. If he refuse, if be cannot make a
bargain to his Hking, If he find eapital learned
to control the iasbor market during those ten
days, 1! he see employers conspiring to tix wagoes
at five dollars & month, and therefore the me-
chapic or laborer decline to sell himsell for such
& price—call him & vagrant, subject him 10 arrest
by a justice of the peace, and gell him at aue-
tion, or put him ut lorced labor as & panishment
for bhis contumacious Independence, Tuat Is
what the luw of Loulslana does for her froe
lab rers, We con imagiue what the workinr—
men of New York would think of it. They would
eay this is a law which makes 4 laborer noml-
nally free for ten days in the year, and really a
sluve for the other three hundred and fifty-five,
They would eay, We will not respect or obey a
law so loolish, unjust, or inhuman, And they
would be right. 1s there, then, any ditference
between New York and Louisiana which ean
manke & statute which would be wicked here s
righteons law there ?

The contract required in Louislans must be
entered Into in writing before & justice of the
peice, and when written shall bé “conclusive
evidence of the intent of the parties thereto,"
One ot lhegarﬁlu,« thereto is 4 negro who by the
law of the State for Af(y years has boen forbid-
den to learn to read or write, How 1s he to
know what the written lostrument contains?
There are to be two ‘‘disinterested witnesses,”
Who can they be! Not negroes, who can
‘witness nothing, but white mea, planters,
planters' friends, neighbors of the justice and of
the planter, with every bias on the side of
their own race and every prejndice against the
negro. A coutruct thus enforced, thus put in
wiiting, and thus witnessed, is practically a
contract of which the fréedman knows nothing,
in which he has no representative, in which
hig Interests are at the mercy of those whose
interests are in every way opklgoaud to his,

The workl en of New York may say this
distant injustice does not concern them. They
are mistaken, They will yet learn that tho
interests of labor are the same throughout the
country, and that it is not possible to pass a law
o prvasl‘nz lator in Louitlana that does not
strike at the rights of labor in New York,

Insulting the Dead.
£rom the Tribune,

We printed yesterday a pretty full account of
tbe occurrences at Augusta, Ga., heretofore
briefly noticed. On the 26th of last menth the
Rebel women of that elty went in procession to
the cemetery to decorate with flowers the graves
of the Rebel dead. The ceremony was made as
Imposing ns numbers and solemnity could make
it, not less than three thousand persons Joining

in the rites, Bide by side with the Rebels lay
the Unien dead, but nobody hai a tower lor
any of the latter. 'The loyal women of Augusta,
dneludi the teachers of the freedmen aud
many ol the colored womon, made an altemps
to repair this omission. They arranged for a
second procession, of which the children in the
ireedmen’s schools were to form the principal
yortion. Southern chivalry took Lhe salarm at
once, The Mayor ol Auzusta prombited the
demonstration, summoned a large forvce of

olice, and barred the gates ol the cemelery.
‘lie procession 0 women and children were met
al the vates by the armed Rebel police, denied
an entravoe, and spite of entreaties, were
obliged fo go home, unable to pay this simple
and touching tribute of respeet fo the Union
dead, That I8 Southern chivalry, magnaumity,
s loyalty, all jeined in one,

1t 45 humiligting to be obliged to add that the
relugal of the Rebel Mayor 1o aliow the Union
graves Lo be garlanded with flowers, was sus-
tained by two Union oflicers—by General Bran-
nan, commanding the Merriet, and by General
Tillson, who is Commissioner of the Freedmen's
Bureau for Georga! These two officlals umted
in attempling to restrain the slicht tribute or
refpect to their former comrades, on the ground
that it would create Il feeline bhetwesn tho
whitea and the blacks! 1t would be charitable
to disbelieve them capable of such an act, bat
both the Hebel and the loyal aotounts agree on
1hi point, and deneral Brannon evon regrecting
thut he had no troops at hand to preveat the
demonstration by force. While such officers
comimand at the South, what reason 18 there 1o
hope that toe bitlerness and haired shown by

The Administration, Congress, Goeneral
Granty, and the Next Piesideney.

There is a hitech between Congress and the
Administration. Reconstruetion 15 the qifi
culty, The President nas adopled his plun,
whitch is denownced by Copcress, aad Con.

Tuey
embrace a Constitutional amendment declariag,
first, in behall of all clusens of all races the
equul protecion of the laws, Tuls 15 a super-
fluous safeguard, or the Civil Rights bill is &
mookery, Becondly, wherse sullrage is restricted
on aceount of race or culor the cnumeration of
the people lor Congressionsl reoresentation
hlllll]‘)&,‘ proporiionniely redgeed. Tows s, sub-
stanbially, the smendiont sugeested months
ago by President Johunson, Tuoigdly, that neitbher
the United States nor auy Swte shall pay or
sssume any debls ol the Rebellion, neor an
claim for ewancipated slaves, All this has
boen provided for w the sctual reorganization
of the late Rebel Btates under the President's
instroctions. The plam of Congress, by ll
furtuer provides lo exclude from ull Federal
oftioes certain clnsses of lending and aotive par-
ticipants in the Rebellion, u provigion which is
also based upon the adminisiration policy.

Thus fur, then, the plan of Congress is but
clumay revamping and hall-s0ling of the Presi-
dent's plun, The point of divergonoe is the
third section of the juint commitiee’s amend-
merit, which proposes 1o distranchise ‘1l the
dth ot July, 1870, all persons coucernod in giv-
jng voluntary aid and comfort (o the late Re-

question 8 already soltind,  General Grant is
the man. A million of Union soldiers are wait-
ing to give him their sullrages, sud austher
million or more ol the Union men of the war are
ready to back their solders, Convention or no

Appreaching Trinl of Jeflerson Davis.
From the Worid.

What is Mr, Davis to be tried for? We do not
mean 1o ask for what crime, for that sufliciently
nppearg in the Indiciment; but what end Ia
gought to be nccomplhshed corresponding to the
greatness of the events in which Mr, Davis was
a leading actor, und to the political and sec-
tioual passions which will be reintlamed by
such a t1ial? That he will be hung for treason,
we suppose not ten intellizent men in the United
States believe, If the final upshot of the ex
citing proceedivgs at Richmond next month is

to be merely o relesse of Mr, Davis from cus-
toay, cither by an sequittal by the jury or a
pardon by the President, why could he not be
released by some more quict process, without
urousing deeaying passion: into new activiey ?

There ls somyv ground to believe that both
President Jolinscn and Chief Justice Chase leel
the force ol this doubt, and concur in regarding
the trisl more in the light of a political manmeu-
vre than of & judicial necessity, The communi-
cations which have tuken place between these
high functionaries, on this subject, have been
only partially divulged; but tne fenmnl tenor
of what is known is, that the President has
steadily desired that the Chiel Justice should
conduct the trial, and that the Chiel Justice has
evinced an equally steady reluotance to the
tusk, It is not umprobable that both of these
otlicers think that the chances prepsuderate 1n
laver of an acquittal; that the President wishes
to aliny the clamois of the ultra-“loyalista” by
the guarantee of judicial rigor which would be
aiforded by the presence of Chiel Justice Chase;
aund that Mr, Chase, who usgpires to be the Re-
publican candidate 1or the Presidency, does not
wish 10 igure before that party as the judicial
offlicer by whom Mr, Davis was set at large,

These motives, though oo probable to admit
of much doubf, ure not ol & nature to be uvowed;
and they may be properly enough veiled behind
catensible renond so plausible as those allezod
on cither side,  In a great Swate teial, there is a
munfest propriety in the hizhest jodicial officer
ol the Cyrenit presiding; & propriety which the
Chief Justice cannot contest, and which he has,
thue tar, evaded only by expressing his unwil-
lingness to hold & court in a place where mar-
tinl law iz In force. Martial law is, indeed, an
aiiront to judicial dignity; but af the Chilet Justice
13 o fasudious, how did be reconeile nimselr to
hold courts last year in Marylaond, or cven to
preside this winter over the Supreme Court in
the Distriet of Columbia?  Maryland was ander
mactinl low ©ll relieved by Prestdent Johnson's
preclamation of Decomber last, and in that pro-
clamation the Disiriet of Columbia was by name
exeepted, I ghe existence of martial law 13 a
renson why courts should nol be held, no civil
courts ought to buve been held snywhere in the
United Stutes piter Mr, Lincolo’s proelamation
suspending the habeas corpus in all the States
and Territeries. 1t 18 obvious epougn thut
Judge Chase's assigned rensom is a subterfuge,
and that the renl motlves ol nis wowillingness
to try Mr, Davis are such as he does not choose
10 AVOW.

Alter Mr, Davig' first Indictment (in May last),
we suppoee there were but thivee ways by waich
he conld bhe released feom custody, nsmely, s
nolle progoqui, acquittal by ajury, or nardon by
the Presideat alter conviction, We do not sup-
pose the President has ever, for a moment, en-
tertnined the thought of B node prosegui; and it
will be soon gnough lor bim to consider the ques.
tion of & pardou atter the prisoner had besn sen.
tenced,  President Johnsoy, who 1is  very
tenacious of his convictions, has scemed to en-
tertuin the idea that it Js necessary to try Mr.
Davis for the purpose of bringing to a fodicial
ogcislon the questions underlying the war. This
18 8 view which Mr, Johnson seems to share with
i large proportion of the Republican press, To
get u judicial decision on the right of secession,
and *to make tregson edious,” are the two
svowed reasous jor putting My, i)nvin on trinl.

But even though President Jobnson unites
with the Republican party in urgiug them, they
are rensons which will not very well bear soru-
tiny, To snbmit the seeesslon question 1o &
court is to Imply that it 15 st} open 1o doubt!
Suppose the gourt should decldo that secession s
u copstitntiona] right, would Pressdent Johnson
and the ltu-['mhlh-nu piarty admit it?

We suppose Pre-
sident Jolnson entertams no doubt that Mr.
Diavis is guilty of tresson. and feels bound to do
all in his power to secure hisjconvietivn. He
veasonubly prelcrs that (he responsibility tor
s escape shall rest on the court and jury
rather than on hitmselt, The President coul
hardly commit a greater political mistake than
to direct a nole prosequi, Whether the trial
results in Mr. Dayis’ release or his conviction, it
is equally incumbent on the President to see
that be has & *'a speedy trial." His release from
custody by a trial relleves the President from
all responeibility; and if the trial is presided
over by the radical Chiel Justice, the resalt
will not be open to party cavil.

The Burning of Columbia,
From the Daily News

There are few journals in the country that can
compete with the Zribune in the ingenious
sophistry it brings to bear on questions which it
feels constrained to discuss, but in which a dis-

closure of the actual facts would he rninously
fatal to the hypothesis it reeks to sustsin, Iis
article of Tuesday on General Wade Hampton
i & case in point; and the coolness with which
it dodges the issue, while charging that General
Hampton is evading it, is refreshing to contem-
plate, The substance of General Sherman's
charge is that cotton was fired In the streets of
Columbia by Hampton's order; and that the

flumea from the burning cotton, so fired
commuupicated to the adjoining buildings, and
£0 produced the conflageation which destroyed
the town.

Now, General Hampton says, in replying to
tiis churge, **1 deny (-luk}lmm-uliy that any cor-
ton wae tired in Columbia by my order.” ™ And
the Tribune calls this “‘evading” the charge,
What would the Tribune have? The question is
not 48 to General Hampton's wishes or lnten-
fions, but as to his aeis, Itis a malter of no
sort ol _consequence whether Genera! Hampton
ordered the cotion to be burned or not, unless
it can be shown that the cotton was o burned,
but Geueral Hampton went still furtber mn his
giatement. He admitied having once given an
order for burning the cotton, but stated that he
had conntermanaed it, at the instauce of Gene-
ral besu ezard, sna timt., consequently, it was
never executed. It the 1ssue is not fairly and
squarely met, then there never yet has been an
issue tairly made up,

Columbia was bursed not by meaas of cotlon
bales, but by means of balls of yarn, steeped In

. turpentine ard other combustibles, which wers

set on fire and thrown into private dwellings all
over the city. And it was Federal soldiers who
cut the hose attached to the Bre engines and pre-
venled any successiul attempt to extinguish the
flumes,  As for the explosion at the depot of the
South Caroling Rullroad, that was the result of
an nee'dent, The bmilding wus tall of stores of
every deseription, which were abandoned to the
populace when the Confederale troops com-
menced evacuating the town, and a spark from
the pipe of a careless forager (alling upon a hox
of cartridges, the top of whieh bad been
wienched ofl, produced the catastrophe.

It 18 amusing to see the squirming of the
radical press on  this subject, I8 editors
ulleeled, ut tivat, to sce nothing atroeious in
the burning ol Columbia and 1ts attendant
horrors, sund were rather inclined to male
merry over the calamitics of *‘the Rebels,”
But now that public opinion has emphatically
condemned the act, they are making & despe.
rate effort to enst the odiom of it upon Genes
ral Hampton, How desperate the eflort is,
may be interred from the character of the oyi-
denee on which they rely 1o sustaln thelr absupd®
charges. The Tribune concludes its arlicle by
the question:—*If it was vight lor the Rebels
to burn, why would it have been wrong for
Sherman ™ e answer 18 simple. Columbia
belonged to the Confederates nnd did not belone
to General Bherman. The burning of Moseow
immortalized Rostopehin: but It French soldjers
bad dope the deed it would have been lnfam y
for Bonapsarte,
